RIVER RHINE 
MAIN OBJECTIVE 
OF THE ALLIES

New York, Aug 14—The allies ad­ 
vance is slowing down in eomformity 
with Marshal Foeh’s settled policy of 
not 
wasting the lives of his troops, 
when time is working so powerfully 
on the side of the allied 
cause. 
In 
substitution for direct assaults with 
their heavy casualties to the attack­ 
ing troops Marshal Foeh is again re­ 
verting to his squeeze plays. 
Pres­ 
sure at strategical points is now the 
dominant feature in plans now being 
formed at Foch’s headquarters. 
The 
Germans must evidently fall back to 
the old II Oldenburg line and beyond 
the Chemin Des Dames, as well, and 
Marshal Loch is showing that he will 
not force this retirement within any 
given number of days. 
Neither the Marne nor the present 
drive in Picardy 
constitutes a true 
major offensive. Marshal Pooh issued 
a firm veto in each series of opera­ 
tions against any extension of the as­ 
saults beyond strictly 
limited 
ob­ 
jectives. 
The enemy was caught in 
traps on both occasions 
and 
o u t­ 
guessed,, and out-generaled- 
During the Marne engagements as 
well as now, Marshal Foeh has 
re­ 
vealed that it is useless for Von Hin- 
denburg to seek to entrap the allies. 
At the point where Von Hindenhurg 
sets out to “lure the allies on,” Mar­ 
shal Foeh immediately 
brings 
his 
commands to a standstill. 
This dis­ 
play of caution and of regard for the 
lives of his men is in full conformity 
with 
Marshal 
Foch’s 
ultimate 
strategy. 
Neither Picardy nor the Chemin Des 
Dames, nor even the 
Belgian 
front 
contains the main objective. 
That 
objective is the river Rhine and be­ 
yond. 
It 
would be a short sighted 
policy for Marshal Foeh to use up his 


man power driving Von 
Hindenburg 
hack to Belgiun by direct 
assaults 
through French territory, in prefer­ 
ence to using this same man-power for 
an invasion of Germany. 
Once the 
allies, led by American millions are 
well into, Germany, the rest will fol­ 
low. 
But in the meantime whenever Von 
Hindenburg commits gross errors of 
strategy, Marshal Foch’s purpose if 
to take full advantage of these mis­ 
takes- 
Thus the allies casualties will 
be kept down for the greut drive to 
the Rhine, but 
meanwhile German 
morale will be subjected 
to 
steady 
detonation.

take up its consideration in the Sen­ 
ate next Monday, cutting 
short 
the 
Senate vacation 
recess period by a 
week. 
The bill, which was prepared under 
the direction of Secretary 
Baker, is 
framed to enable the nation 
to 
in­ 
crease its war program in accordance 
with an understanding reached with 
the allies, aud about 
13,000,000 men 
would be registered under the new 
law, and Provost Marshal 
General 
'powder estimates it will make avail­ 
able at once for military service 2,- 
308,000 men between the ages of 18 
aud 20 and 32 and 45. 
Action by the committee followed 
ibout a week’s consideration. During 
that time Secretary 
Baker, General 
March and General Crowde appeared 
to explain the imperative 
necessity 
for extending the draft ages and to 
urge prompt action. 
The work-or-iight 
amendment 
ac­ 
cepted was offered by Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, as a substitute

It provides thai “when 
any 
person shall have been placed in de 
ferred or exempted class,’’ 
he 
shall 
not be entitled to remain there unless 
he shall in good faith continue while 
physically able to do so to work and 
follow such occupation.”

Should he fail to do this he would 
become subject to immediate draft. 
While the bill was before the com­ 
mittee Senator Kirby, of Arkansas, at­ 
tempted to amend it so as to make 21 
the minimum age. 
He failed, but an­

The Reed amendment affects both 
^rtny and navy /volunteers and those 
who have been drafted. Under its pro­ 
visions upon 
application, the youths 
would be given “an education at the 
expense of the Government 
at 
ap­ 
proved 
educational 
institutions, the 
period of Buch education being equiv­ 
alent in point of time to the period by 
'him served in the army or navy, but 
shall not exceed two years.” 
“Application for such 
educational 
privilege/” the amendment 
provides, 
“shall be made within 
six 
months 
after discharge, and 
the 
applicant 
shall begin his studies promptly after 
his application shall have 
been ap 
proved. 
Rules and 
regulations 
for 
carrying out this provision shall be 
promulgated by the Presidnt.” 
Another amendment offered by Sen­ 
ator Reed and accepted by the com 
mittee provides that orders granting 
deferred classification or exemption 
from military service for 
industrial 
reasons shall be revoked when 
the 


man to whom this classification 
has 
been given ceases to work at such oc­ 
cupation while physically able to do 
so. 
Still another amendment offered by 
the Missouri Senator 
would 
permit 
.soldiers and sailors, regardless of age, 
who have either volunteered or been 
drafted, to receive commissions. They 
also would be made ligible for admis­ 
sion to officers’ schools. 
The measure was also amended so 
as to provide that the wife of a sol­ 
dier or sailor shall not be disqualified 
for any position under the 
Govern­ 
ment because she is a married woman. 
Passage of the bill was predicted by 
Senator 
Chamberlain in a statement 
after the cbmmittee had decided to re­ 
port th bill favorably.

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POOR RUSSIA—WHAT IS 
OUR DUTY TOWARDS 
HER? 


Bishop William F. Anderson, of the 
Methodist church, who has been en­ 
gaged in Missionary work for 
some 
time on the other side,, landed in New 
York, July 31st, after a safe and quick 
voyage across the Atlantic. 
Ju st be­ 
fore leaving Europe lie wrote a letter 
to the Western Christian Advocate, 
giving his impressions on a number of 
aubjects of current interest, 
all 
of 
which are treated in a way that makes 
them enjoyable to the general reader. 
Here is an extract about that ab­ 
sorbing question, “ Russia,’’ 
which 
gives a good understanding 
of the 
muddled condition of the affairs of 
that unfortunate nation: 
“WThat ought we to do about Rus­ 
sia? That is the question forced upon 
us by the dramatic appearance of M. 
Kerensky at the labor conference. It 
is the biggest, most perplexing, most 
critical question of the war. It is so 
big, so perplexing, so critical that the 
tendency is to turn away from it in 
despair of grasping its meaning. We 
are like the Scotch minister in the old 
story. ‘This is a varra knotty point, 
ma brethren,’ he said. ‘Let us look it 
straight in the face and pass on.’ We 
cannot pass on any longer. M. Keren­ 
sky has appealed to the Allies to in­ 
tervene by force 
in Russia. 
What 
should the answer be? Let us try and 
see this business in its true scale. The 
Russian revolution is the vastest thing 
that has happened in the war; perhaps 
in the history of mankind. 
It is like 
the disruption of a world. Its echoes 
will outlive the echoes of .the war it­ 
self; for it is th a t most enduring of 
all things, a simple, elemental out­ 
burst of the human spirit. 
It is a 
giant in agony struggling to deliver 
himself from his chains, 
lacerating 
his flesh, drenching the earth with 
his blood, filling the air with its cries 
of anguish. 
But the giant will live, 
and the future of the world depends 
on whether he will live free or bound. 
His fate is not in his own hands alone 
It is in the hands of the Allies too. 
They can help him or hinder him. 
make him their ally in freedom 
or 
their enemy in servitude. 
I have not met a leader of note in 
Italy, France, or England who believes 
Russia has the power to reorganize 
or rebuild herself. 
All are 
agreed 
th a t Allied intervention would not 
only help the cause of the Allies, but 
th a t it would be the best way to solve 
the problem for Russia herself. 
The 
general attitude of the European n a ­ 
tions so far as I am able to judge is 
one of waiting for the United States 
to lead the way. 
It is a tremendous 
responsibility for our country. 
May 
her leaders be given great wisdom for 
this world-problem'.” 


Town growth is apt to depend on 
having a product, the demand 
for 
which is increasing. 
For 
instance, 
here is a case o f , two towns th a t 20 
years ago were m anufacturing shoes- 
One turned out heavy, clumsy1 bro­ 
gans,, of a style rapidly growing obso­ 
lete. 
Another town of the same size 
kept more closely up to the times and 
produced a shoe of a lighter and more 
attractive appearance. 
The town that made old fashioned 
brogans is now almost without 
any 
manufacturing industry. Nearly all its 
little factories are now filled 
with 
cobwebs. 
While the other place has 
in tv?o decades doubled in population. 
This principle applies to all m anu­ 
facturing communities, and in a slight­ 
ly ditferent way to agricultural sec­ 
tions also. 
Thus a town depends very largely 
on the alertness of its producing ele­ 
ments, in forecasting the future. 
If 
the industries can fix on some line 
for which there is going to be an in­ 
creased demand, they are certain to 
grow. 
The expansion will come al­ 
most without effort. 
All they have to 
do is to keep turning out a dependable 
product and, the orders keep piling in. 
I t is not enough for producers 
to 
keep turning out the same old thing 
year after year. 
And if they depend 
simply on what information they pick 
up from the trade in 
the 
ordinary 
course of business, they may fail to 
foresee the future. 
The far sighted producer has 
no 
special gift of second sight. His fore­ 
sight does not come by luck. 
He is a 
very close observer of the habits of the 
people, in their daily life and mechan­ 
ical process. 
He reads trade papers 
and warks of technical information, 
and becomes expert in forecasting in­ 
dustrial development.— Newark Advo­ 
cate.

330th Infantry, 
83rd. 
Division, in 
England: 
‘‘There hasn’t been very much do­ 
ing the last few days but I will try 
to add some 
interesting 
things to- 
what I had time to write in the last 
letter home. 
We don’t get to hear 
much of what is 
going on 
outside 
here, not because we are not allowed 
newspapers, but there seems to be 
very few published in this country and 
they are not sold anywhere in camp, 
so we have to go pretty much with­ 
out outside news. 
While on 
the 
ship we got a few wireless bulletins 
which were printed and distributed 
among us. 
But we heard nothing of 
the attempted Austrian drive until 
after we had landed and have been 
able to keep fairly well posted on the 
outcome of that, which certainly at 
present seems to be 
very 
encour­ 
aging to our cause. 
There has been no forwarded mail 
sent here and we hardly know wheth- 
>r to expect any till we gee perman­ 
ently settled or not. But at present 
those of us who save old letters are 
contenting our selves with re-reading 
them. 
As near as I can judge a let­ 
ter which will reach its destination 
in three weeks will be doing well. 
We have been enjoying our stay 
here with taking long hikes through 
the country each day and certainly 
have seen some fine looking country. 
The soil is so fertile and the climate 
here such that it is hard to imagine 
without seeing it how dense and lux­ 
uriant the vegetation is. 
Nearly all 
roads have trees of all kinds along 
them 
hedges of 
shrubbery, bushes 
etc. 
very often holly or rhododen­ 
dron mixed through it. 
You certain­ 
ly ought to see the way they make 
use 
of shrubbery here. I thought 
that was a wonderful lot of it on Long 
Island but here it is simply used at 
nearly every home and so often with 
fine effects showing that it has been 
placed purposely and has been given 
much attention. 
Just 
across 
the 
road from camp 
here there is a 
wonderful old English home, a fine 
large house set away back from the 
road and approached 
by 
a 
broad 
winding1 drive shaded 
by 
a 
dense 
growth of trees, and hushes, which 
suddenly conies around 
a 
turn 
in 
front of the house in a small circular 
opening large enough 
for 
rigs 
to 
turn in, having the house at one side 
and all manner of trees, flowers and 
bushes on the rest. We were around 
the house and over the premises near 
it, all of which are fixed up just as 
fire as in front. 
Sure was glad we 
got the opportunity to see it. Wilbur, 
hauncey and I were together at the 
time we discovered it Merald had just 
left us anti I was 
sorry 
he 
hadn't 
stayed with us as he always enjoys 
anything of that 
kind 
more 
than 
most fellows. 
“Tuesday p. rn., we took our swim 
n the canal, as the captain had prom-

HOG CHOLERA 
HAS APPEARED 
IN GREENE CO. 


There are quite a few out-breaks 
of hog cholera in Greene 
county. 
This disease will be a dangerous fac­ 
tor for some months to come and ev­ 
ery farm er who has hogs should take 
all the necessary precautions in pre­ 
venting the out-'break in his herd. 
The present price of hogs 
is 
so 
high th at no one can afford to loose 
any animate, to say nothing of the 
fact that pork and its products are 
so im portant in these w ar times. 
In a statem ent given out in Lon­ 
don by the Federal Food A dm inistra­ 
tor, H erbert Hoover declared th at the 
allies need of m eat could be supplied 
by the U. S. in pork alone. 
In addi­ 
tion to this valuable meat, 60 
per 
cent of all the pork fats go into m an­ 
ufacture of munitions in this coun­ 
try. 
It is certainly a wise precaution 
for the farm ers to take in the face 
of these facts to keep their herds free 
from hog cholera. 
Most farm ers treat their hogs with 
hog cholera serum. 
A good 
many 
out-breaks of cholera have been due 
in the past to the use of too little 
serum in the dose. 
In regard to this 
increased dosage, Dr. Burnett, state 
veterinarian, h~s issued the follow­ 
ing statem ent: 
“On June 15, 
1918. 
the 
United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
Bureau of Animal Industry, adopted 
regulations recommending the 
mini­ 
mum dosage of hog cholera serum as 
follows: 
Suckling pigs ...............................20 CC 
20 to 40 p o u n d s ............................30 CC 
40 to OO pounds .......................... 35 CC 
90 to 120 pounds ........................45 CC 
120 to 150 p o u n d s........................55 CC 
150 to 180 p o u n d s........................65 CC 
,180 or o v e r ..................................... 77 CC 
From experim ents and 
investiga­ 
tions conducted by this departm ent 
and the regulatory force of Federal 
veterinarians, who are co-operating 
with the state at the present time in 
the “ Hog Cholera Control W ork,” it 
was found th at many new centers of 
hog cholera had broken out, and in 
many cases the 
small 
amount 
of 
serum used in treatm ent 
w as 
the 
causative factor. 
During the last few months several 
thousand swine have been treated at 
the various public stock yards within 
the state by this departm ent with a 
very small loss, and in 
this 
tre a t­ 
ment sixty CC of serum was adm in­ 
istered for one hundred pound weight 
of hog. 
With this 
data a t 
hand, 
swine 
treated in infected herds should 
be 
given an increased dose over the min­ 
imum dose provided for the 
Special 
Order No. 5. 
Farm ers having their hogs treated 
should see th a t the veterinary used 
serum according to these formulae.

This is borne out by his 
contract with the Darke County Fair, 
which is the largest and best county 
fair in the state and is attended daily 
by from 50,000 to 75,000 people, 
A 
good program of races has been ar­ 
ranged for the coming fair there be­ 
ing four days of racing with purses of 
$400 offered.
